The five-year no -strike co ntract

(UP)—An Assembly investigating 
co mmittee tempo rarily laid aside 
ts investigatio n o f paro les o f three 
shipbo ard s l a y e r s to day and 
switched to a study o f Nazi and 
Fascist activities in Califo rnia. 
Witnesses called in the new 
phase o f the hearings o f the com­ 
mittee on un-American activities 
included Jo hn Taheny, regio n di­ 
recto r o f America First co mmit­ 
ee, and Italian-American residents 
o f this area. 
The investigatio n o f the actio n 
o f the State Paro le bo ard in free­ 
ing Earl King, Ernest Ramsay and 
Frank Co nner, Maritime unio n of­ 
ficials co nvicted o f second degree 
murder, will be resumed Saturday 
at San Quentin priso n. The co m­ 
mittee will go there to questio n 
Geo rge Wallace, co nvicted in the 
same crime but no t granted pa­ 
ro le. 
The paro le iiiquiry reached a 
climax with the appearance of 
Atto rney General Earl Warren 
befo re the co mmittee headed by 
Assemblyman Jack Tenney. War­ 
ren deno unced the paro les as “dls 
graceful,” and a “blow to decency' 
and charged that Co mmunistic in­ 
fluences were evident in the re­ 
leases. 
Warren said Go verno r Olso n and 
the paro le bo ard o verlo o ked the 
facts o f the murder in o rder to 
appease Co mmunists, who, he said, 
were the o nly perso ns interested 
in freeing the men.

—David Baso r, o f Seattle, Wash., 
rep resenting the new Independent 
United Welders, Cutters and Help­ 
ers o f America, charged to day 
that the CIO and the AFL en­ 
gaged in “interference, re.straint 
o r co ercio n” when welders at­ 
tempted to o rganize a unio n o f 
their o wn. 
Testifying befo re the senate 
defense investigating co mmittee, 
Baso r said that bo th the CIO and 
AFL attemp ted to “co erce” indi­ 
vidual welders into jo ining unio ns 
already established. In the case 
o f the AFL, he said, this meant 
"multiple initiatio n fees, dues, as­ 
sessments and penalties.” 
Deny Reco gnitio n 
The welders, who o rdered 
walko ut o n the Pacific co ast in 
Octo ber in an effo rt to establish 
a sep arate unio n, have fo und no 
relief fro m the Natio nal Labo r 
Relatio ns bo ard, he said. In so me 
instances, he added, the NLRB 
has reco gnized the welders as a 
sep arate bargaining unit but in 
mo re imp o rtant cases their re­ 
quests fo r reco gnitio n have been 
denied. 
“In o rder fo r a wc ler to keep 
emplo yed in one lo cality the 
AFL ruling that welding comes 
under the jurisdictio n o f the p ar­ 
ticular craft in which the wo rk 
is do ne fo rces him to belo ng to 
mo re than o ne unio n and thus he 
must pay multiple initiatio n fees, 
dues, assessments and penalties, 
all o f which has swo llen the 
treasuries o f the po werful na­ 
tio nal unio ns and has bled the 
welders,” Baso r .said.

Fo llo wing the recent appellate 
co urt ruling which says munici­ 
pally-licensed draw po ker parties 
canno t be abated as nuisances, 
many s u c h ga m e s are being 
Ik^nsed in Orange co unty, p ar­ 
ticularly in the Seal Beach area, 
and thero 's no thing to be do ne 
abo ut it. 
That was the o pinio n expressed 
to day by District Atto rney Geo rge 
Ho lden after co nferring with po ­ 
lice o fficials who wanted to dis­ 
cuss the situatio n with him. Seal 
Beach has licensed several o f the 
draw po ker games, it w as re­ 
po rted. 
» 
Many o f the municipalities o f 
Qrange o mnty h a v e o rdinances 
which pro hibit draw po ker as well 
as o ther gambling and the co unty 
has an o rdinance which specific­ 
ally names draw po ker as one *>f 
the games pro hibited,” Ho lden de­ 
clared. “But Sectio n 330 o f th e 
penal code, which was ado pted in 
the '9 08, fails to include draw 
po ker as o ne o f th e gambling 
games pro hibited. It may h a v e 
been o mitted 
purpo se, I do n’t 
kno w. Legislato rs o f that day may 
no t have co nsidered it an o bjec­ 
tio nable game.” 
Ho lden declared the only way 
to pro hibit draw po ker where it 
no w is legal, is to have the legisla­ 
ture amend Sectio n 330 to add 
draw po ker” to it. He po inted 
o ut, ho wever, that if the o perato r 
o f legal draw po ker games sho uld 
accq>t a percentage <# the mo ney 
being gambled as his “take,” then 
the games wo uld autcumatically be­ 
co me iRegal under Sectio n 330. 
The tegal o peratkm o f the game 
pro vides that the o p erato r co llect 
o nly rwït fo r use 
tables, chains 
cards and dtip s fro m the player.

PHOENIX, Dec. 4. ~ (UP) 
A fo ur-day strike o f 2,000 unio n 
lettuce shed wo rkers in 35 Salt 
River valley packing sheds was 
bro ken to day by hundreds of men 
returning to their jo bs in at least 
half the sheds invo lved. 
« Jo hn Jaco bs, president o f the 
Gro wer-Shipper asso ciatio n, said 
it was o nly a questio n o f time un­ 
til a harvest o f the valley’s reco rd- 
breaking lettuce cro p returned to 
no rmal o peratio ns. 
Striking wo rkers scheduled a 
mass ^meeting at the state fair­ 
gro unds late to day to take a secret 
ballo t o n the questio A o f return­ 
ing to wo rk. A unio n spo kesman 
said field wo rkers had agreed no t 
to go into the fields *^if replace­ 
ment crews appeared at any sheds^ 
to pack lettuce. 
The strikers so ught a 10 cent 
per ho ur blanket w^age increase. 
Shippers co untered with a com 
pro mise pro po sal o ffering co nces­ 
sio ns in ho urs, rate of pay fo r 
bvertime and wo rking co nditio ns 
but no t in the basic wage scale.

Clearings in Santa Ana’s fo ur

'Hie figures were released by 
Phil. M. Bro wn, secretary-manager 
o f the Santa Ana Business Men’s 
asso ciatio n, who declared that 
clearings o f the fo ur lo cal banks 
is a definite indicatio n of the 
flo w o f business in this city. The 
Octo ber clearings were the larg­ 
est fo r any single mo nth since 
19 38 when tabulatio ns were start­ 
ed by the business asso ciatio n. 
The Octo ber clearings amo unted 
to $28,874,807 as co mpared to the 
December, 19 38, high o f $26,09 8,- 
9 84. 
A gain o f $43,839 ,130 fo r the 
first 11 mo nths o f this year o ver 
the same perio d in 19 40 also was 
no ted. Clearings to date in 19 4T 
reached a to tal o f $219 ,175,283 as 
against the 11 mo nth to tal last 
year o f $175,336,153. Bro wn said

The injured so ldiers were p ri­ 
vates Samuel White, W. E. Smith 
and Ralph Young, They were tak­ 
en to the Lerdo army air base 
ho spital jvhere attendants said 
their co nditio n was no t serio us. 
All o f the so ldiers were fro m 
the 536th school squadro n, Ma­ 
ther Fi e l d , Sacramento . They 
were riding so uth in o ne car and 
were enro ute to Highley field in 
Arizo na. 
Highway patro lmen said the ac­ 
cident apparently o ccurred when 
the Bunger machine swung o ut 
to pass ano ther car. Mr. and Mrs. 
Bunger 
and Mrs. Acree were 
killed instantly. Po well died en­ 
ro ute to a ho spital and Miller 
died in a ho spital a sho rt time 
after the accident.

The Sun, launched by 48 -y ear- 
old Marshall Field HI and back­ 
ed by the merchandising millions 
which his namesake grandfather 
piled up, has challenged the Chi­ 
cago morning newspaper suprem­ 
acy of 6 1-y ear-old Col. Robert It 
McCormick's long-established Tri* 
bune. - 
Field's wealth, said to be the 
third largest personal fortune in 
America, is estimated at between 
$100,000,000 and $200,000,000. Col. 
McCormick is believed to have an 
equally large personal and corp­ 
orate fortune under his direction. 
With these reserves mobilized 
behind them, the two newspaper 
owners will joust editorially from 
opposite sides of the political 
fence. Field has been a consistent 
champion of the Roosevelt admin­ 
istration, while the Tribune has 
pursued a vigorous anti-adiminis- 
tration policy . 
Grandfathers of the two pub­ 
lishing magnates b e g a n lay ing 
their financial foundations in Chi­ 
cago when the city 's population 
was 50,000. Ironically , it was Mar­ 
shall Field I who in 18 74 loaned 
the money with which J oseph Me- 
d i 11, McCormick’s grandfather, 
gained full control of the Tri­ 
bune. 
That temporary link between 
the two families was broken in 
18 8 $, however, when the loan was 
repaid in full. The Tribune has 
consistently gained strength, sur­ 
viving thirteen other morning dail­ 
ies which have suspended publi­ 
cation in Chicago the last eight 
y ears.

(INS) — "Encouraging results" in 
treatment of cancer patients with 
the U n i v e r s i t y of California’s 
atom-smashing cy clotron have re­ 
sulted in a decision to advance 
the experimentation another step, 
it was revealed today . 
The experiments are not in the 
nature of a definite cure, but may 
lead to major discoveries concern­ 
ing cancer treatment in the fu­ 
ture, university scientists sa id. 
T h e i r findings were given 400 
phy sicians attending th e Radio­ 
logical Society of North American 
convention in San Francisco. 
For three y ears, the cy clotron 
has been used to treat a total of 
120 cancer sufferers. Six ty -one 
have died, but some of the 59 
surviving appear to be free of the 
ailment, it was stated. 
It is now planned to treat pa­ 
tients with less advanced stages 
of cancer, to determine whether 
results would be more apparent. 
The cy clotron shoots a shaft of 
neutrons—billions of tiny atomic 
fragments moving at tremendous 
speed — upon the cancer. The; 
theory is that the neutron beam 
will break up the atoms of the 
cancer cell, causing the cell to die. 
Dr. J ohn H. Lawrence, assistant 
professor of medicine at the Uni­ 
versity of California and brother 
of Dr. E. O. Lawrence, who de­ 
veloped the cy clotron, said that 
experiments a l s o are underway 
with artificially radioactive sub­ 
stances manufactured by the cy -

Lamb’s case, in his opinion she 
was in a state of insulin shock 
and that such condition caused 
her death. 
On cross-examination late yes­ 
terday, the defense elicited from 
Dr. Worley that he does not con­ 
sider it a prime requisite t ha t 
blood sugar tests, or electro cardi­ 
ographs be taken before insulin 
dosage is started. 
Dr. Julius Schrieber of Stock­ 
ton State hospital, the preceding 
witness, had emphasized the ad­ 
visability of such tests before in­ 
sulin is administered. 
The prosecution today denied 
there was any conflict between 
testimony of the two experts.

flew out of their Crimean bases 
hurriedly a week ago to 
slip 
abov e the clouds across the Med­ 
iterranean into Rommel’s Liby an 
camp. They carried large quan­ 
tities of 
anti-tank 
guns 
and 
crews as reenforcements, thus di- 
4*minishing the power of the Nazi 
defensiv e force on the Rostov 
front ov er ttoo of the most im- 
l portant lines— anti-tank defense 
and planes.

There was 
too much hysteria-creating pub licity, and too lit­ 
tle delib eration b efore official statements were 
made. And there was too much politics b y far. 
The oil industry can produce oil in any quan­ 
tity needed. The railroads can carry tremendous 
amounts of that oil. All in all. it looks as if the 
dire predictions were without justification at the 
{¡¡me they were made, and that the pub lic was 
rfeedlessly inconvenienced.

y Arresting facts that highway accident deaths 
in the United States for the last year have ex ­ 
ceeded deaths from b omb ing in England for the 
entire year of the b ig b litz, give force to safety 
warnings of the State department of motor ve­ 
hicles while the most dahgerous season for driving 
1« at hand. Winter this year b rings not only long 
nights, fogs and wet pavements, b ut also hun­ 
dreds of thousands of soldiers on holiday leave to 
thicken the stream of motor traffic and increase 
accident hazards. One highly dangerous hab it 
stressed b y James M. Carter, department di­ 
rector, in a recent talk b efore the Orange county 
safety traffic group, is failure of motorists to 
dim their lights when approaching other ve­ 
hicles. The glare of undimmed lights causes a 
writab le "highway b lackout" of several seconds 
duration, in which a fast moving automob ile 
will travel the length of a city b lock or more 
while the glare-b linded driver is helpless to avoid 
collision or plunge from the highway. Patrol 
Chief E. Raymond Cato is directing a state-wide 
campaign to apprehend and curb offenders in this 
category of driving 
carelessness. 
’The time will come, in all prob ab ility, when 
arterial highways will b e clearly illuminated 
from overhead, as b aseb all and footb all stadiums 
are now lighted for night games. But in the 
meantime, despite the b est efforts of law enforce­ 
ment to compel safe driving, the b est defense 
aj^ainst highway b lackouts and other accident 
causes is continual ex ercise of common sense— 
particularly in the coming weeks of darkness, 
dampness and heavy travel

We must forgive the socialists and communists 
seventy times seven times, as Jesus admonished 
Peter to do.

One cannot measure distance or value with­ 
out having some unit which he can use as a 
comparison. Just so, one cannot measure right­ 
eousness, justice, goodness unless he has an im­ 
mutab le, impersonal neutral norm, ax iom or 
principle b y which to measure an act to determine 
whether or not it is in harmony with this norm, 
ax iom, or principle. Of course, those people who 
think that all that matters is their own happi­ 
ness and importance, are willing to use their 
own advancement as a norm of rightness. But 
the majority is not an immutab le norm b ecause 
it changes with time and the will of man. 
The fact that men try to change the will of 
the majority is also prima facie evidence that 
they do not regard the will of the majority the 
standard of rightness and goodness. If they re­ 
garded it as such, to try to change it would b e 
a contradiction and an ab surdity.

One cannot reason with a socialist or a com­ 
munist or a collective b argainist, b ecause they 
will set down no starting point, no norm or unit 
of measure ex cept their mutab le wills. 
If the majority is the norm, the starting point 
of right, then there would b e no need of a Consti­ 
tution or a Bill of Rights. 
The Sermon on the Mount, the Declaration of 
Independence and the Constitution were attempts 
to set down the norm, to set down the God, if 
you please, that all men must b e equally free to 
pursue happiness; that each man is owner of 
himself b ut has no right to possess others. And 
anything that can b e possessed must b e possessed 
on the same terms as others may possess it or 
its equivalent. 
An Un co n stitu tio n a l Demo cra t 
is Go d less 
The man who contends that democracy is a 
rule of the majority and that there need b e no 
Constitution, no Bill of Rights which the majority 
must ob ey, is also a Godless man. He prob ab ly 
does not realize it, however, b ecause he has b een 
trained to b elieve that democracy and right are 
determined b y the majority. 
Our whole troub le in this country and through­ 
out the world, is due to the fact that people 
have repudiated this norm, this God, that all 
men are equally free and have attempted to set 
up their own arb itrary wills in place of this law. 
They have, in fact, loved their fathers, their 
mothers, their b rothers and themselves more than 
God’s commandment that all men should b e 
equally free. 
For the reasons which I have mentioned here, 
I b elieve that socialists, communists and collective 
b argainists—in fact all those who claim that the 
majority must control the minority—are Godless 
men.

From a recent special cab le to the New York 
Times from Canb erra, capital of Australia: 
"Premier John Curtin, in commenting on the 
Returned Soldiers’ League’s advocacy of con­ 
scription, said that the whole history of such 
advocacy in Australia had b een marked b y in­ 
creasing national disunity. . . .

NEW YORK—To the numb er 
of conspirators, perjurers a n d 
murderers who have received spe­ 
cial kindness at the hands of toe 
pro-Communist government of the 
once American State of California 
In recent Weeks, the name of 
Richard Julius Herman K r e b s 
alias Jan Valtin, may now b e add­ 
ed. Kreb s is the international pol­ 
itical typhus louse who served 
b oth the Muscovites and the Naz­ 
is, served a prison term in Cali­ 
fornia for Attempting to carry out 
a political ex ecution b y order of 
the Kremlin and recently wrote a 
b ook which b ecame a b est seller 
b y virtue of its shocking admis­ 
sions. 
For years he drifted ab out the 
world like a disease-laden rat in 
the service of the Moscow con­ 
spiracy, dealing in treachery and 
always an enemy of the people 
whose hospitality he enjoyed Mid 
of the American people and their 
peace and safety in particular. He 
was an agent and spy of the same 
evil government of Russia which 
made a solemn treaty of recog­ 
nition with the United States on 
a promise to desist from sab otage 
of the American way b ut never- 
theless continued that stealthy b e­ 
trayal of the trust of a fool

friends and b etrayed them to take 
service with the Nazis and now 
he has b etrayed the Nazis and 
applied for American citizenship, 
which is likely to b e granted mer­ 
ely b ecause he says he has seen 
the error of his past and wants 
to b e an American. 
Gov. Culb ert L. Olson, the chief 
of the pro-Communist administra­ 
tion in California, has given Kreb s 
or Valtin, an unconditional pardon 
so that his application for citizen­ 
ship may b e aided. Kreb s served 
a term in San Quentin for b eat­ 
ing a man over the head with a 
pistol in compliance with an as­ 
signment from the Russian super­ 
iors to dispose o i a traitor to the 
Soviets. He wrote in his b ook 
that he faltered b ecause he had 
scruples against killing in cold 
b lood, although he had not hesi­ 
tated to promote and participate 
in Communist street fighting in 
Germany and therefore merely 
slugged the man whom he un­ 
derstood to b e his sub ject. 
Caught and given 10 years, he 
served thre years, was deported 
and came b ack to the United 
States. There is no assurance b ut 
his own word that he has re­ 
formed and b ecome, in heart, an 
American, and there is every rea­ 
son in his own story for b eliev­ 
ing that he is a liar who takes 
citizenship with the same mental 
reservations that are he l d b y 


every Nazi and every European 
Communist. 
Nevertheless, Although it was 
not necessary for him to do so, 
Gov. Olson has pardoned Kreb s, 
who is now engaged in lecturing 
Mid ex ploiting his past for profit 
as a career and soon enough this 
professional traitor will b e an 
American citizen on equal footing 
with any American who was b om 
here and has never for a moment 
wavered in his loyalty. 
The pardon follows soon after 
the pande of three murderers in 
California who engaged a group 
of Communists to assault an Amer­ 
ican Sailor and stab him dead b e­ 
cause the American had resisted 
the conspiracies of the Communist 
memb ers of the ship's company. 
These murderers were turned out 
on the strength of Gov. Olson’s 
ex pressed opinion that in some­ 
what under five years in prison 
they had fully ex piated their 
cowardly murder of a man whose 
life was forfeit b ecause he would 
not cooperate with or flinch from 
the Communists.

in New York. Darcy is an avowed 
Communist of the Stalin or Mus­ 
covite stripe, an old and persis­ 
ten conspirator against the estab ­ 
lished American form of govern­ 
ment and a notorious fomenter of 
Muscovite union strikes in Cali­ 
fornia b ut in spite of all this

Then the salv ias—S. uliginosa, 
sky blue; s. patens with large 
flowers of an incredibly lovely 
deep blue.

Watering house plants is 
most an art, as an ex cess 
moisture may prove as harmful 
as a lack of it. Ex perienced gar­ 
deners sense when 
a plant needs 
water, but those new to indoor 
gardening must rely on close ob­ 
serv ation to determine when to 
water and how much to give. 
Plants which make an activ e 
growth need more moisture than 
those in a semi-dormant 
state. 
Fleshy -leav ed plants 
need 
less 
water than others. 
Generally speaking, pot plants 
will need water soon after 
the 
top soil has become dry , provid­ 
ed the plants have good drainage 
Alway s pour out any 
water 
which has collected in the saucer 
below the pot. 
Most plants are serv ed best if 
watered thoroughly so that the 
ex cess escapes through the drain­ 
age hole. Some, however, 
are 
tter off if watered sparingly 


Flower arrangements at Christ­ 
mas may be beautifully carried 
out with calla lilies, now just com­ 
ing into bloom. One ty pical lovely 
arrangements is done with six 
y ellow or white calla lilies, four 
calla leaves in an oblong dish 
and a large needle holder. 
The needle holder should be 
placed at one end of the dish. As 
y ou will notice is the picture, the 
small lilies should stand higher 
than th elarger ones. Calla lilies 
need no wire, as they ax e strong 
and very easy to bend. You should 
bend them slowly , with a mas­ 
saging motion. 
Another beautiful Japanese ar­ 
rangements can be done with a 
dozen spider lilies and a sprig of 
Merion Beauty ivy . 
Place eleven lilies in a needle 
holder in one corner of an oblong {be 
dish. You can use a bit of the ivy » nee a day to keep the soil uni- 
to hide the holder, but the rest 
should float on top of the water— 
from the holder to the opposite 
comer of the dish. Let the twelfth 
lily rest on top of the ivy . 
Both of these Arrangements 
should be on low tables or some­ 
where below the level of the ey e.

Wild roses hav e v arious scents, 
but most of our American spe­ 
cies hav e what we know as the 
true 
"Wild 
Rose” 
frag rance. 
Among foreig n species may be 
found 
the 
following 
distinct 
scents: R. Alpina, mig nonette; R. 
banksia alba, v iolet; R. bracteata, 
apricot; R. Canina, mig nonette; 
R. moschata, musk, and R. v illosa, 
my rrh. 
Rosa g allica has v ery l i t t l e 
scene at first, its frag rance de­ 
v eloping as the petals dry ; R. 
damascena loses its 
delig htful 
frag rance as the blooms ag e. 
A g ood many of the old Tea 
Roses had the delig htful 
fra­ 
g rance of tea leav es, but some 
of them ev en 
carried 
strang e 
scents, probably inherited from 
an outland ancester. 
There are no data as to what 
proportion of rose lov ers enjoy 
the blooms with their ey es alone 
and how many also depend on the 
sense of smell for their enjoy ­ 
ment, but althoug h 
there 
are 
many g org eous roses with little 
or no frag rance among the hun­ 
dreds of v arieties obtainable to­ 
day , and to many they hav e but 
little appeal. 
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Spinach is a cool weather crop, 
usually the first to be sown by 
market g rowers in the spring . It

COMBINE COLORS
